And last, but by no means 
least, never once did he allow 
his vibrato to. become ‘too 
‘broad’, One is never in any 
doubt when in the presence of 
greatness, for one feels that, the 
artist. has reserve a-plenty ‘and 
js not stretched to his utmost. 
Jan Peercs always gave the ime 
pressiom of Limitless resources to 
call upon if needed, 5 


-. Highest Praise 


I have nothing but the highest 
praise for Moya ‘Rea who accom- 
panied the singer. Substituting 
at very short notlee for Peerce’s 
pergoral accompanist, who fell 
tl in Japan, and with only two 
xehearsals, thls amazing pianist 
scemed to grasp the mood of the 
singer In every phrase. 


When one realises that nor- 
molly it takes months of constant 
daily practice for two artists to 
really know one another, and to 
think as one, it can only be 
morvelled that. Moya Rea 
manages to reach such a standard 
of - eympa with ogcH ‘suc~ 
eeesive artist who visits .Hong- 
frong and calls upon hen services. 


Jan Peerce demonstrated his 
obvious delight und’ satisfaction 
with her performance, and 
privately has commented to my- 
self on her fine musicianship. We 
ly Hongkong are justifiably 
proud of her, . 


Two Criticisms 


Only two things could have 
been done better, When oa 
Governor attends & concert, the 
playing of the national anthem 
must be timed very carefully, 
ond this could be done more 
eusily by a gramophone record- 
ing of an orchestral version of 
the anthem played on a loud- 
speaker. 

The second critictsm I have 
to offer coneems ‘the incredible 
luck of manncrs on the part of 
a section of the audience. It 
gcems there will always be «a 
group of people who will turn 
up 15 to 30 minutes late. There 
is only one way (and f have 
written this before) to deal with 
them, and that is to shut the 
doors and keep them out until 
ihe artist has completed his 
first groups of songs, and has 
left the stage.

Its Chinese 
population during the day Is 
larger still, for many more of 
Grenter New York's 40,000 
Chinese use it os a business and 
soclal centre. 

If they want to buy mush- 
rooms and water chestnuts for 
a Chinese dinner, they have to 
fo to Chinntown. If they want 
to deal with one of the many 
Import and export houses trad- 
Ing with Hongkong and the Far 
Fast, they have to go to Chinn- 
lown. If they want to talk about 
photography at the Chinese 
camera club, they have to fo to 
Chinatown, 


This Colony 


This colony of Chinese life, 
crowded Into ancient bulldings 
with lron baleonies and gloomy, 
crepltant stairs, began in 1B75. 
At that time the Chinese who 
had helped to build the Central 
Pacifle Raihway and who had 
taken part In the Californian 
gold rushes beran = arriving in 
New York, 

They settled along Pell Street 
and Doyer Street and Chinatown 
began to grow. Today, It covers 
ten city blocks—ond it fs stilt 
growing. 

The affairs of Chinatown are 
looked after by more Ilhan 60 
major organisations, Thes2 or- 
ganisation, based on associations 
of clans, localities and: trade, are 
reminiscent of those In — old 
China. Two or three of them are 
controlled by Communists, But 
the vast majority of them arc 
non-Communist and 59 of them 
are Joined together under a par- 
ent organisation founded In 183 
known as the Chinese Consolid- 
ated Benevolent Association, 

The Association is -headed by 
u President’ elected by the 59 
orsanisations for two-year 
terms, and during his terny of 
office tho President for all In- 
tents and purposes pastors the 
duties of mayor, village elder, 
district magistrate and nmbassa- 
dor, combined. 


Most Popular 


He presides over the major 
functicns In Chinatown, he 
arbitrates In disputes between 
families and clans, he settles 
business differences between In- 
dividuals and firms, and he 
acts. as a spokeman for the 
Chinese community when deal- 
Ing with governmental agencies. 
In his manifold dealings he can 
only rely- upon moral force and 
the prestipe of his office to carry 
the day. 

The present incumbent Is Mr 
Ler Kwok-uce. Mr Lee assumed 
office on March 1 and is one of 
the most popular and best-liked 
personalities in Chinatown. Ho 
is the publisher of the Chincse 
Journal, one of Chinatown's .six 
dajly newspapers, and tho China 
Life, a fortnightly magazine. In 
addition he owns the Sun Sing 
Theatre, n Chinese movig housy, 
runs a brokerage agency, and hns 
various: other business interests. 

For performing his job, he re 
ceives no salary but’only an in- 
adequate expense account. He 
hos to spend about five hours a 
day In the Presicent's office, be- 
sides attending meetings, look-=- 
ing aMer public relatons, and 
arbitrnting §n quarrels and dis- 
putes’ of one kind or ‘another. 
For these reasons, usutlly only
